Alexander the great 
did far out-run his father Phily 
King of Macedon ,i by his high 
and excellent fears of warre:but 
his father did farre ſurmount him 
inhumanity and gentlenefle 0 
minde. The father was alwaies 
- vertuous and 'welbeloyed, bu 
the Sonne was oftentimes viti. 
ousand hated: Inſuch ſort that 
, their counſell. is queſtionleſk 
wholeſome and ſound, which 
rell-.v. that _ the bigher and 
loftier men are, the humbler and 
lowlier ought they to be. - 

'  Antonivs Primus overthrez 
himſclfe and his whole houſ 
by nothing elſe then his -ovet 
much gloring in his valian 
deeds, and found this Max! 
too late tobee true, that a pro 
and \;inſolent carriage toward 
men of ſpirit can hardly con 


pallcany thing, unleſle in io X 
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ſort or other he that uſeth it, bee 
able to over-awe them. Scipio 
cCAfricanue was wont to fay,that 
evenasmen are accuſtomed to 
put wilde and untamed horſes in 
tothe hande of Equiriers and 
Riders, that being daunted and 
tamed, they may ſerve them 
at their need : So likewiſe is it 
needfullto tame proud and ifſo- 
lent perſons , that have grown 
wilde through the aboundance 
of fortunes favour, and to bring 
them againe within the. round 
and compaſlſe of reaſon, by fet. 
ting before their eyes the 
wretchedneſlſe and weakneſle of 
humane matters ; and the my- 
tability and inftability of for- 
tune: as hedid that brought his 
friend into a large Gallery, 
wherein were hung pictures, di- 
vers Kings and Princes at his 
firſt fight and - view wondrous

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magnificentand glorious , in {6 


much that prolently he began to. 


deipiſc and hate his owne low 
condition, which his friend per.

For at all times men doe 
deeme and efteeme themſelves 
tobe ſuch as ought to be praiſed 
and extolled, but moſt of all in 
proſperity: In which it is athing 
very rare and difficult to finde a 
man, who'doth not incline to at- 
tribute ytto himſelfe the cauſe 
of his own good hap. Few arc as 
Publigs Rutilus the Roman, who 
being baniſhed unjuſtly , never 
chiged hiscountenance,garments, 
nor geſtureof a Senator,neither e- 
ver defired the 1udges to abſolve 
 him;bur lived in the ſame great- 
nes,gravity,& authority that hee 
F 5 did 
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did before, not bcing- beaten 
downe with ſorrow for the 
ſtrangealccration of his former 
glory. Neither is there any 0- 
ther (eaſonin which men ſooner 
forget God, then when they en 
joy health and wealth , dignity 
and felicity according to ther 
with : as Alexander, who 
when gotten to the top of all 
honour, would have beene re- 
puted for a Deity ;, and Iuli 
Ceſar in like manner would ber 
declareda King , ;and keepe the 
place ofa Dictator for time of 
his life :And indeed Pompey was 
overthrowne by his owne 
greatneſſe : So that miſhap 
whenſoeyer it doth happen 
them;doth ſerye them for a me- 
dicine, becauſe it bringth them 
home agaifie unto the know- 
ledge of themlclves. 

This opinion of ſelfe-conceit 
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ad 


for aman to thinke too much of 
himſelfc, and to give credit 
lightly unto the fawning lyes of 
flatterers, maketh men to tum. 
ble, and to fall into many groſſe 
faults, yea, giveth occaſion of 
mocking and bitter reviling, and 
out of all. queſtion, it is a great 
over-light,and a folly, fora man 
to relye more upon anothers 
judgment concerning himſelfe,, 
then upon his owne. This Phz- 
lip (of whom we ſpake before ) 
{ſeeing himſelfe very - mighty 
and victorious, and contide- 
ang with himſclfe, as a wiſe 
and moderate man ought tedo, 
how that humane things do nat 
awayes abide inthe ſame ſtay, 
appointed that one of his Pages 
ſhould each Morning falute 
him with theſe words, Philip, 
remember that thou art 4 mor- 
tall may..

By rea- 
ſon of which indignity the Tri- 
bune was fo deepely offended, 
that thercafter aflociating him- 
ſelfe among the murcherers 
which did wickedly feaze upon 
the Emperour, he was the man 
that did beate out the one halfe 
of his braines. Sothat he who 
ſeemed unto Ceſar to come 


ſomewhat ſhort of a man, pro- 


ved moſtthe man( though ins 
deed he had more malice then 
man-hood )in cutting him im- 
piouſly off, from being any 
morea Monarch amongſt men. 
To uſc ſuch bitter taunts be- 
wrayeth want of diſcretion,and 
got to beeable to digeſt them, 
doth argue lacke of courage. 
Socrates hearing lumſelte ow 
tc 
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tedto his face, did no other 
thing bur laugh therear, without' 
making amy ſhew ofa diſpleaſed 
minde. It is reported of him and 
of Lelizs the Romane, that they 
two did ſo happily entertaine 
this Tranquillity ofminde ; that 
they were never ſecne to 
change their countenance, How 
ildid Michals jefting become 
her, whenDavid with ſuch zeale 
danced before the 4Arke? cannor 
religion be ſpared « One would 
have thought his greatneſfe 
might have freed him from re- 
viling, but whom will impiety 
notoffend when it ſpares nor the 
eat,northe holy;yer even hee 
Fes her words.at naught, and: 
was for all that noway-hindred!' 
in performing holy duties.

licacy. Thisis a kirtde of medi- - 
ocrity, and that which we feare 
toloſe, is our riches, and moye- 
ables; when ſuch poverty 1s ra- 
ther to be deſired, then feared : 
And therefore the Wiſe man as- 
ked of God neither Poverty nor 
Riches, but thi-gs neceſſary... He 
that can make that reckoning of 
life and death that he ought, po- 
verty can ncver affuct or _ 
1M 
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him of his reft : For 1t were 4 


thing very unfitting,that he who | 


can deſpiſe death, ſhould ſuffer 
his courage to be caft downe, or 
to be quite quelled by poverty 
and ncede, which nevertheleſle 
is that the common people doe 
moſt apprehend,and moſt com- 
plaine on, when as they cannot 
attaine unto a ſufficiency of 
goods whereupon to maintaire 
themſelves inagay and gallant 
- manner. They not being able to 
content themſclves with ſuch 
things as may ſerve for their ne- 
ceſſity ; bur efteeming Wealth 
mans ſceming ſoveraigne good; 
and Povertic and Want his chic- 
feft ſuppoſed cvill.. And yet 
Were it not better for a man not 
to have atall,then to loſe itwhen 
he hath had it? And how is it po- 
{ible inthis life, that ſome ſhould 
, Dot loſe, ſeeing that one cannot

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bee rich, except many other be 
poore, and many cannot inherit, 
except others do dic? And yet 
there 1s in povertie this conſo- 
lation, that asit is not ſubject to 
the receiving and-incurring of 
great damages ,. ſo itis not ac- 
companied with ſo many mon- 
ſtrous turmoilesas plenty and a- 
boundance is. 

Wiſedomeit ſhee be poore is 


never reſpected : fooles have 


the fortune,and that not without 
good reaſon ; for they haye the 
moſt ncede of it. Deſert it ſhe 
bee meane,, may to the Cart, ; 
there is no roome for her in 
Court, wherc judgement lookes 
aſquint, and caſts her eycs bur 
upon outward adjundts, unleſſe 
ſhee be periuned, and ruffle in 
her filkes ; let her avoyd the 
chambers of greatnefle. And to 
thinke that rich men have more 
COuU- 
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courage to comport with loſſes 
then other men have, 1s an cr- 
rour.

relolved' in their judgements, 
tat perfection and happanes may 
as well be gain'd ina meane cal-: 
ling asan higher , it would cer- 
rainely ſomewhat reſtraine their 
lawlefle thoughts,8 check thein 
fond imaginations ; but ſuch is 
the-corruptioof men,that every: 


one y. 
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one-ſtrives to bee morethen ci- 
ther he is, or ſhould bee : Hence 
one asking Anax4go0ras what an 
ambitious man was like to, he 
preſently went intoa ficld , and 
ſhewed him a bramble, ſee( faith. 
he)I bave acfwered your queſti- 
on; comparing, and indeede not 
unfitly, prozd and ambitious men 
to bryars; for the bryar would be 
above all other rrees,it wil draw 
blood ofa paſſenger, and laſtly, 

it is unprofitable tor any com- 
mon orgood uſe : And ſuch,and 
no other arc ambitiews.perſons, 
Heads and Govetnours they 

woul.! be,but bloody and unſer- 
viceable members they are to 
all. And let me but ſhew a little 
what fearcfull devaſtations of 
Kingdomes and Provinces em- 
bition hath made , witneſſe all 
Greece, which was adorned with 
all Sciences & 4rts,& no lefle fa- 
mMOous 
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mous for Armes, yet brought to- 
ruine by the ambition of ſome 
men, who plotted to bring all 
publick offices into their owne 
power zas Leofthenes , and De- 
moſthenes, whokindled the fire 
of civill difſention anddiviſion, 
not reſpeRing the fearefull ifſue 
of theſe their unlawfull plots; 
what hurt did Alc;biades even to 
his owne Country, to feede this 
honour of being counted great 
and famous, the ſame miſchiefes 
hapned to the commonewealth 
ofthe Lacedemenians, and Athe- 
m1axs, the one being maſters at 
Sea, and the othersatland , by 
ſome ill ſpirits that called home 
Agefilaw, from his purſuit of 
victories in Aſie. And ifno other 
example were to be found, but 
that of Cefr and Pompey, whoſe 
«mbitions and greedy deſires of 
honour,brought Rome almoſt on 
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her knees,it were ſufficient : and 
what elſc did the cotentis of the 
Kingdome of France, betwixt 
the houſes of -0r/cans and Bur 
gwndy ,0 deſperateambitis which 
cauſed to fall 4000 men of great 
Families in one day withinPars; 


"many yeares with great labour 


(faith one )had thoſetabernacles 
bin building,but ina few houres 
detaced ; nay by bloody embr- 
tion ucſtroycg;iet us briefly ex- 
amine ſome eftates to exempli- 
fie thi 5 ſubjeRzthe Gowne ts not 
free from this vice, for even a- 
mongſt men of learning, there is 
great contentions who {hall be re- 
puted wiſeſt ; though in ancient 
times there were but ſeven + wiſe 
men inall:Greece,yetin ourdaics 
if everyman be noteſteemed for 
a wiſe man, how angty ,how dit- 
contentis he preſently. View the 
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armes, how greedy, howthirſty 
of glory and reputation, accoun- 
ting nothing of life, ſo hee may 
be reputed famous 2 The Cour- 
tier maks this his ſtudy,and hath 
ſcarce any leaſure toumploy his 
thoughts about any other ſub- 
jeR, but how to bee greater and 
higher in place and fayour. How 
many are there, that to poſſeſle 
their honours and preferments, 
would not ſpare to ſpeake asa 
proud” Cardinall of our owne 
country,whofaid, h: would not 
loſe his part in Pars for that of 
—_ preferring honors here 
either before Religion,or glory a- 
bove : Yet more horrible was 
that impudent proud ſpeech of 
one of the Kings of Spain e,who 


inthe height of amb:t10x, feared 


notto ſay,that if he had beene ar 
the making of-the world, hee 
would have told God to: have 
made 
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made mw things better then 
they are. Butnotlong after God 
confounded his ambition;for at a 
ercat Feaſt he was choaked with 
a Flye, one of the feebleſt of his 

. Creatures, A juſt retaliation for 
fuch aninſolen ſpirit. 

To conclude all, let men bur 
thinke ofthe reſleſle vexation, 
the diſcontented turmoiles?, the 
fruitlefſe iſſues, and the dange- 
rous falls of ambitious perſons, 
the diſgraces that have happe- 
nedto them &their poſterities, 
and then ſurely they wil reſolve 

Tather to be good, then 200 great, 
orat leaſt, ſtudie to be content: 
rather thento apply themſelves 
to catch the empty ayre, and to 
heape up diſgrace to themſelyes 
and families after them : in a 
word, ambitious' men are'but 
meere froth,which though it be 
uppermoſt, yet 99s
